the present reign reaches 140,380. The 
number of escapes during the past 
twenty years has amounted to twenty- 
four per cent 
Women form one-fifth 
of the total number of exiles. 
As most 
of them are over 40 years of age very 
few marry, and to make matters worse 
marriage is prohibited for the first five 
years of exile. 
Two-thirds of the 
crimes in Siberia are committed by the 
exiles, and because of this, of their 
misery, and of the numerous escapes, 
the Eussian Government is seriously 
considering the advisability of abolish- 
ing the present system of Siberian de- 
portation.

The Michigan City Diapatch 
says 
that "Dick Webster, the perpetrator of 
a diabolical mnrder near Fort Wayne, is 
another life man. In 1869 a family of 
eight persons were murdered near that 
place and 
their bodies burned in an 
oven. 
Dick was arrested for the crime, 
and although the evidence against him 
was purely ciroamstantial, he was sent 
up. 


" 'Dunny' Downer is another noted 
convict. In 1884, with a pal, he robbed 
an express oar on the Wabash, near Pe- 
rn, and got away with $1,800 ^r his 
share. 
He was given three years and 
hss yet six months to serve. 


"One of the very toughest men in the 
prison, or at least one who terorized the 
inhabitants of Allen county, is George 
Biohards. 
He is a life prisoner, and has 
in his day killed five or six persons. He 
is a powerfully built fellow and a regu- 
lar brute in appearance. 
His scheme 
was to go to a farmer, and selecting a 
fine horse or bullock, take it to his own 
home. If the farmer offered any objec- 
tion, his gun was always ready, and if 
its appearance did not close the farmer 
up a ball from it would have that effect. 


"At one time he walked into a farmer's 
residence at which a daughter had th<tt 
daj been married. 
It was late and all 
had retired. 
Bichards asked to see the 
daughter, stating he wanted to pay his 
respects. 
He discovered the room in 
which the young couple were^sleeping, 
and walking in dragged the young man 
out of bed, himself taking the husband's 
place. 
Several shots had the effect of 
frighteuinor off the family, and Biohards 
occupied the bed until morning. 
Like 
all men of his class he at last reached 
the end of his string, and is now in a 
place where he will do no more harm."

5 In reference to the netition of Kienzle 
and others remonstrate against the assess- 
ment of benefits asseseed against them for 
opening Huffman ^t•eet would report, that 
ever> member ot this council knows all about 
Huffman st eet and the way jt is situated. 
The petitiuners claim they are not Lenentted 
bv the openlnif. Your committee 
of a dif- 
ferent opiuloo. We believe that every prop- 
erty owner, wherever a street is opened, is 
tenefitted some; that part of the property 
where said Hufi'man street is about to be 
opened through ha- never been fenced up and 
c nsequently every person cou d walk or 
drive thiough said property: if the same 
would have bpen lenced up it would have 
been more dilficu t to get at ; he other end of 
Huffman street. The assessment, as we un- 
derstand It, is very light to every owner, and 
would enhance the value of his propertv more 
than the assessment, but th s we will refer 
back to your h'morable body for action, 
whether or not this street shall be opened, as 
the opinion of ihe of the members is divided

The Christmas collections here for the 500 
orphans in the

exceed the receipts at the Indianapolis 
Cathedral so that it is just a little bit 
premature for the Indianapolis Journal 
to boast of the churches of the capitjJ 
city, in the face, too, of the fact that the 
First Presbyterian and the new St.
